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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants argument regarding claims 1 , 1 1 , 24, 
and 34 is not persuasive. Applicant has argued that since the processor accesses memory using a random access port which must be 
interrupted for the coprocessor to access the memory via the serial port, that the memory accesses do not occur "substantially 
simultaneously". Applicant has provided the definition of "substantially" to be "being largely but not wholly that which is specified" and the 
definition of "simultaneous" to be "existing or occuring at the same time". Therefore the definition of "substantially simultaneously" would 
be "largely but not wholly existing or occuring at the same time. Applicant has then argued that since a time period in a processor is 
defined by a clock cycle, "substantially simultaneously" refers to access that occurs within the same clock cycle buit at different moments 
in time. The Examiner asserts that another interpretation of simultaneously also applies with the above definition. The claim language 
requires that the memory accesses of the processor and coprocessor (via the random access port and serial port of Rutman) be largely 
but not wholly existing or occuring at the same time. However, simply because processors typically use a standardized clock cycle as a 
unit or period of time, this is not always the case, nor does the definition even provide for the occurance to happen in the same 
standardized time period but only refers to a generic "time" which is a relative term. One of ordinary skill in the art would recognize that a 
processor typically executes trillions of clock cycles. Therefore, the two memory access occuring within two cycles among trillions of 
cycles is so miniscule that these accesses can rightfully be called substantially simultaneous accesses. 
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
